A large industrial com­ 
plex — comparable iii size 
to Striek Trailers — is ex­ 
pected to be built iii Falls 
Township within the year. 


A single developer is believed 
involved, but more than one firm 
may locate in the area. The area 
under consideration includes two 
major tracts which total IOO acres. 
A sewer feasibility survey of an 
undivulged area was authorized 
last night by the Falls Township 
Sewer and Water Authority. The 
report is expected within IO days. 
Although 
details 
have 
been 
withheld, a source said that, in 
tax ratable dollars, the complex 
will be equal to the Strick plant. 
Meanwhile, the authority last 
night announced it would sewer 
a mile-and-a-quarter stretch along 
Route I early next spring. The 
project would cost an estimated 
$180,000. 
Started 15 Months Ago 
The authority began considera­ 
tion 
of 
the 
project 
about 15 
months ago when it began an en­ 
gineering study followed by a fi­ 
nancial study. The announcement 
came after the financial advisers 
said construction would be eco­ 
nomically feasible. 
The sewers w'ould be laid from 
Oxford Valley Road to Hood Blvd., 
about 800 feet beyond Strick Trail­ 
er Co. They would service approx­ 
imately 160 homes and businesses. 
The authority’s next move is to 
draw up construction plans and 
specifications and then call for 
bids. The project will be financed 
through public bonds. 
The new sewer will also allow 
for further development of 33 ad­ 
ditional pieces of property. 
With completion of this project, 
the developed areas of Falls will 
be 
approximately 99 per cent 
sewered. The only remaining de­ 
veloped unsewered area is near 
Fallsington, a stretch containing 
nine homes.

Miami, added 105 known dead 
and 4.000 missing in eastern Cuba 
to previous reports of 2,500 dead 
and fears for 2.500 others in 
Haiti and at least 112 other dead 
in Cuba. 


In 
its 
nine-day 
rampage 
through the Caribbean and across 
the southeastern Bahamas, the 
hurricane which may turn out to 
be the most deadly of the 20th 
Century, also claimed nearly 50 
more lives in Tobago, Grenada, 
Jam aica and the Dominican Re­ 
public. 


A Cuban radio broadcast re­ 
ported this morning that “two en­ 
tire villages have disappeared, 
washed away by the flood waters, 
and there is fear that 4,000 stu­ 
dents and workers have perished.” 


The villages were not identi­ 
fied.

loo coffee pickers drowned in Or- 
iente Province. 


Despite Cuba's plight after five 
days of steady pounding by the 
hurricane, Prem ier Fidel Castro 
turned down offers of aid from 
the American Red Cross.

The President's announcement 
may come at his news confer­ 
ence at 6 p.m. EDT. The confer­ 
ence originally was scheduled for 
4 p.m. EDT. but the time was 
changed, possibly to coincide with 
the closing time of the west coast 
commodity markets.

The proposed sale, which would 
be handled by private American 
grain traders, would be for gold 
or dollars. A 1934 law forbids ex­ 
tension of any but ordinary com­ 
mercial short-term credits to any 
nation that has previously de­ 
faulted on the debt owed the Unit­ 
ed States.

Judge Fullam held that Police 
Chief John R. Stew art and the 
township com m issioners w ere pro­ 
ceeding under the section in dis­ 
missing Neill. 


Neill was dismissed Sept. 5 of 
1962 by the township com m ission­ 
ers on the recom m endation of 
Chief Stew art. Stew art had sus­ 
pended Neill six days earlier on 
<Uig. 31. 


Neill was charged for conduct 
unbecoming an officer for taking 
two or three shots of whiskey in 
a township taproom where he had 
gone to investigate a disturbance. 
Some of the patrons w ere dancing 
the “ tw ist” at the tim e, according 
to the charges. 


‘T he 
appellant 
participated 
briefly in this activity,” the judge 
wrote in reviewing the case. “The 
facts are

U nder the edict, Valachi said, 
the syndicate penalty for involve­ 
m ent in narcotics w as death. He 
said he had heard that “a couple 
was caught and taken care of” 
rn Chicago, and testified th a t un­ 
authorized narcotics dealing w as 
“ the m ain reason” for the killing 
of a Jo e D em arco, otherwise un­ 
identified. 


Valachi told Sen. Edm und S. 
Muskie, D-Maine, th at he believes 
the no narcotics rule is still in 
effect but th at there have been 
“ so m any indictm ents . . . every­ 
thing is upside down out th ere.” 


Valachi him self was sent to fed­
